Man will build a bubble on 


the moon of plastic or glass, 
said Dr. Krafft A. Ehricke, 
and it will give way to still 
bigger 
air-conditioned enclo- 


ures which will 
become 
the 


first 
expiditionary 
headquar- 


ters for the exploration 
of 


space. 


Ehricke, former German V-2 


rocket propulsion expert who 
now is with the Convair Corp. 
in 
an 
Diego, 
addressed 
a 


joint meeting of the American 
ROCKET Society, the American 
Society of Machanical Engin- 
eers and the Institute of Aero- 
nautical Sciences. 


The veteran of Hitler's Pee- 


nemunde rocket research and 
development

did not 


predict when the moon bubble 
would 
be 
built.

G. E. Cooper, research pilot 
of the National Advisory Com- 
mittee on Aeronautics at Mof- 
t'ett Field, Calif., and chairman 
of the Institute of Aeronautical 
Sciences, said: 


"lj think that space travel 


can be 
accomplished within 


our generation, assuming there 
is sufficient demand for such 
flights." 


And Dr. Robert D. Waldo,

ful rays from sunlight as does 
the'blanket of air around the 
earth, he said.

Christian church, but' in the zeal 
and tie permanency of what ha 
accomplished. 


His faith and example have been 


an inspiration to the many who 
have followed in his footsteps, man- 
ifesting the same zeal and often 
the impassioned urgency for new 
fields in geography and faith. Many 
missionaries have been 
great 


travelers as well, and at least one 
was agreat explorer. He was David 
Livingstone, who opened up hith- 
erto unknown areas of "darkest 
Africa"—not 
so dark physically 


in our motor and aviation age, but 
still lamentably dark socially and 
spiritually. 


Missionary zeal and activity have 


known no ecclesiastical 
or de- 


nominational bounds. In modern 
times, Roman Catholic mission- 
aries have carried on with amazing 
courage and devotion, from Francis 
Xavier and 
the 
Jesuit mission-
